The  parish,  of  North  Claines  and  parts  of  St«  Martin  County, 

'Warndon  and  Hindlip  are  supplied  v/ith  Y/ater  purchased  by  the 
Council  in  bulk  from  the  County ^ Borough  of  Worcester  and 
distributed  through  the  Council  s mains c The  source  of  this 
supply  is  the  River  Severn  and  the  supply  proved  sufficient  in 
quantity  and  quality  throughout  the  year,  although  the  added 
demands  in  the  Parish  of  North  Claines  has  overloaded  the 
pump i ng  apparatus. 

The  supply  v^as  extended  during  the  year  to  serve  properties  in 
the  village  of  Martin  Hussingtree  (Martin  Hussingtree  Contract  No.l) 

The  parishes  of  Dodderhill,  Upton  vVarren  and  part  of  the  parish  of 
Hadzor  are  supplied  from  the  mains  of  the  East  V/orcestershire 
Water\Yorks  Company,  as  they  lie  v/ithin  the  limits  of  the  Cornpaay's 
statutory  area  of  supply.  This  supply  was  satisfactory  throughout 
the  year. 

Seventy  three  properties  within  the  Parish  of  Hartlebury  are 
served  with  piped  v/ater  from  a borehole  in  private  ov/nership  and 
this  sueqely  proved  to  be  satisfactory  during  the  year. 

Forty  one  properties  in  tlu-  Sumineriiuld  area  of  the  Hartlebury 
parish  are  served  from  the  Kidderminster  mains  under  a bulk  supply 
agreement . 

Tv/enty  four  council  houses  in  the  village  of  Oinbcrsloy  have  a 
piped  Y\fater  supply  from  the  Council's  borehole.  The  supply  from 
this  borehole  continued  to  be  good  both  in  quantity  and  quality 
throughout  the  y^^ar  and  the  supply  was  '..xtunded  during  the  year  to 
serve  approximately  ^^0%  of  the  development  area  of  Omb^rsley  Village 
(Cmberslcy  Contract  No.  l) 

Apart  from  those  parishes  mentioned  above,  the  remainder  of  the 
rural  district  derives  its  v/ater  suioply  mainly  from  shallov/  wells. 

In  the  'western  half  of  the  area  these  are  dug  into  the  Kouper 
Sandstone,  and  in  the  eastern  half  they  are  dug  into  the  me<rl 
Y/hich  overlays  the  Keuper  Sandstone  in  increasing  thickness  in  an 
easterly  direction  from  the  line  of  the  "Doverdale  Fault  .

A Public  Inquiry  was  bold  in  con-riuolion  V'-ith  the  Harilebury  Scheme 
and  the  Minister's  dccisisn  was  a,v '.itcd  at  the  end  of  the  yearo 
All  the  schemes  arc-  urge;:bly  needed  so  shat  the  speed  of  house 
erection  can  be  accelerated  and  in  the  ease  of  Hartlebury  and  Crov^le 
the  present  disposal  gives  rise  to  public  nuisance.

A weekly  collection  is  made  in  the  village  and  built  up  ar^^as  and 
approxii.'i.  toly  a throc--./aekly  collection  in  the  outlying  areas. 

Refuse  wj.sposal  is  by  controlled  tipping  v/ith  screened  clinker, 
acquired  from  an  electricity  generating  station,  used  as  cov^r.

other  local  authorities  and  two  by  other  persons. 

i’it  thw  time  of  v/riting  this  report  eight,  hundred  and  sixteen  new 
houses  have  been  erected  in  the  Rural  District  since  the  end  of  the 
war. 


The  need  for  houses  is  still  urgent* 

There  are  a number  of  unfit  houses  in  the  district  v/hich  should  be 
dca^t  with  by  Demolition  Orders.  It  is  hoped  that  it  will  be 
possible  to  take  action  in  this  matter  when  the  housing  situation 
improves .
